AWARD 
This reference made by Government as 

per 

G. O. (Rt.) No. 
1118 /78/ L & H dated 14-7-1978 concerns the dismissal of Shri E.M. Jose. 
The dismissal was after a domestic enquiry. The validity of that enquiry 
was tried as a preliminary issue. Facts necessary for the disposal of the 
case have been narrated in detail in my order dated 31-8-1981 under which 
I have found that there was a valid and proper domestic enquiry . That 
order is therefore extracted here in full for ready reference : 

" ORDER 
Shri E. M. Jose, a Store Attender of the Management Company, 
dismissed finding that he was guilty of several acts of misconducts. The 
misconducts attributed to him in a charge sheet dated 15-3-1977 . were the 
following 

• " (a ) On 16-2-1977 you were shown an indent (No. 443 for GI 12 , 
i.e. coconut oil) issued to you on 15th February 1977 by the Store Keeper to 
issue the materials. Against the said indent

your 

table 
on 16th February 1977. On pointing out the 

same to you by the 
Store Clerk , Mr. N. T. Koshi, you had abused him using all vulgar words 
and behaved in a riotous and disorderly way in the stores during working 
hours - an act of subversion of discipline. Thematerials wereissued 

after 
considerable delay which affected the mills production adversely . 

(b ) On 26-2-1977 at about 9.00 a . m ., you were asked to issue 2 
rolls of ocean kraft paper for packing, you told the Store Keeper that you 
cannot issue the same unless some helpers are given to assist you . After 
considerable delay and argument with the Store Keeper you issued the 
materials at 10.30 a. m . without any assistance. In the course of the 
argument you have abused the Store Keeper with vulgar words. 

(c ) On 4-3-1977 at about 11.15 a . m . the weaving fitter Subra 
manyam came with an indent for spare parts. The Store Keeper asked 
you to issue the same giving the indent to you . While Subramanyam , 
fitter , tried to enter the stores to collect the materials, you had asked him 
not to enter the stores and abused him in presence of Store Keeper. You

(d ) On 7-3-1977 the loom shed fitter came with one indent for 
lubrication oil . The Store Keeper asked you to issue the same. You 
did not issue him the oil till 10-3-1977 . On 10-3-1977 the said item was 
taken by Asst . Wvg . Master and Wvg . Supervisor. 

(e) On 11-3-1977 you were shown by the Store Keeper, the register 
maintained by you in which the incoming materials and their details are 
noted down by you after opening and checking the packings. It was 
ncomplete and there were so many errors. The above fact was pointed out 
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same 


on 


the 


to you by the Store Keeper by writing some remarks in the 
11-3-1977 . When the Store Keeper left the store you tore off the pages 
127 to 130 from th : book, in the presence of the Stores Clerk with the 
intention of hiding the facts that your work was incomplete and full of 
crrors . 

(6 ) You were given the indent No. 2402 and asked to issue the 
material by the Store Keeper on 11-3-1977 to the weaving department. 
You have not issued the material GL 30 as per the indent so far. 

He was asked to explain his position. Simultaneously he was placed 
under suspension 

also . He filed his explanation on 19-3-1977 
The Management found that explanations are not convin 
cing. So it ordered a domestic enquiry. Mwi, an Advocate was appointed 
as the Enquiry Officer . The Enquiry Officer gave notice of enquiry. 
The workman participated in the enquiry . There was also a co-worker 
to assist him . Seven witnesses were examined on the side of the Manage 
ment. All of them were cross examined by the workman . The workman 
gave a list of four witnesses ofwhom two and three . were ex- employees 
of the Management. The Enquiry Officer said that the attendance of the 
ex -employees who are outsiders cannot be secured and the workman has to 
produce them . The workman was not amenable to this course . He gave 
it in writing to the enquiry Officer that he does not propose to examine 
the remaining two witnesses who are employees of the Management in view 
of the fact that the two outsiders were not produced by the Management 
or the Enquiry Officer. Thus the oral evidence was closed. The workman 
wanted to file a detailed statement regarding his contentions. The enquiry 
Officer gave him time to file such a statement. He admittedly filed a 
statement containing 62 pages. That statement and the depositions of the 
witnesses running to 199 pages and the other relevant papers connected 
with the enquiry are 

contained in Ext. M 1 file proved by MWI. 
2. The Management in its written statement justifies the action of 
dismissal by contending that the guilt of the workman was well establishid 
in a domestic enquiry held in accordance with the principles of natural 
justice and the misconducts proved were grave enough to inflict the maxi 
mum penalty, especially in view of as many as 16 minor p :nishments 
awarded to the sameworkman on various carlier cccasions. Though there 
is a Union espousing the cause of the workman as per the reference the 
claim statement and the rejoinder are filed by the workman himself. The 
case is prosecuted not by the Union but by the workman However the 
Management has no serious contention that the workman is not competent 
to prosecute the case himself. The workman in his pleadings while aflirming 
that he is innocent of the charges contends that there was no proper and 
valid domestic enquiry. He is claiming reinstatement with allbenefits . 
In view of the rival contentions relating to the domestic enquiry I tried 
the question as to whether there was a fair and impartial domestic enquiry 
as a preliminary issue . It was in this connection that MWI was exa 
mined . The workman also gave evidence as wwi. The documents 
available are contained in Ext. Ml file. 


3 . It is common case that a representative of the Union participated 
at the enquiry to assist the workman . The workman when examined as 
WWI complaints that that representative was appointed without any request 
from him and that the Management had suo motu appointed that represent 
ative and the attitude adopted by him was favourable to the Management 
and prejudicial to the workman s interests. Such a suggestion is made to 
MWI also . MWI has emphatically denied the suggestion . The workman 
who had participated in the enquiry throughout did not make any mention 
in the detailed and elaborate statement finally filed by him before the 
Enquiry Officer that the representative was chosen by the Management 
without the request and concurrence of the workman . There is no such 
complaint in the claim statement and rejoinder filed here , 

So the mere 
suggestion at the stage of evidence is only to be ignored in the absence of 
anything to show that the complaint is genuine. So this objection against 
the enquiry is not really available to the workman . 

4. Another grievance of the work nan is that he was not given 
sufficient opportunity to adduce evidence in defence . It is noted at page 
200 of Ext." Ml that the workman had given the names of four witnesses 
to be eximined on his side and that the workman himself had given up 
the witnesses for the reason that the Enquiry Officer expressed his inability 
to secure the attendance of the two of the ex -employees of the Management 
Company. The argument advanced on behalf of the workman by the 
learned counsel appearing on behalf of him is that the Enquiry Officer 
should have m de an earnest attempt to have the attendance of the wit 
nesses suggested by the workman . But there is no means under which 
the Enquiry Officer could compel the attendance of witnesses 

at the 
enquiry when they are not employees of the Mana ement. In the case of 
the employces it is of en to the Enquiry Officer to ask the Management to 
direct them to be present as witnesses. That course is not available in the 
case of ex -employees. Even otherwise it is for the workman to produce 
thr witnesses whom he wants to examine. Here in this case the worker had 
given up the witnesses and an endorsement is made to that . Of course 
he gave up two witnesses because the other two witnes es were not avail 
able . That by any stretch of imagination cannot be said to be a 
circumstance to say that he was denied a legitimate opportanity to adduce 
cvidence. 


5. The workman is seen to have been given sufficient opportunity 
to cross-examine all the witnesses examined on the side of the Management. 
The witnesses were cross -examined for a number of days. The Enquiry 
Officer is seen to have faithfully written down the elaborate cross- exami 
nation conducted by the workm in . There is no case that Ext. Mi does 
not contain a tru : and accurate record of the proceedings held by the 
Enquiry Officer. In these state of affairs the complaint that there was 
only a show of an enquiry is really not genuine. 
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6. This is not case where the workman is illiterate . It 
is the admitted case that he has studied upto S. S. L. C. The 
allegations against him do not involve complicated facts. It is seen that 
he was capable of defending himself . It is true that he had 
puta number 

of irrelevant questions at the enquiry. Still the 
record of enquiry shows that the Enquiry Officer was very fair 
and impartial at the proceedings. So thac enquiry was properly 
held . 

7. The workman has a case that he was victimised by the 
Superior Officers as he was not willing to be a party to the 
fraud being practised by them . The fact that no explanations were 
called for on the individual items of misconducts then and there 
and only a consolidated charge was framed covering the various 
allegations concerning incidents taking place in a span of nearly 
30 days is characterised by the learned counsel appearing on be 
half of the workman as a concerted attempt to foist a false case . 
But the explanation offered by the workman in answer to the charge 
does not say that there was absolutely no basis for the charges. 
He had admitted therein that at least there was a reasonable probability 
for suspicion for the earlier incidents. He had explained the circum 
stance under which there was reasonable room for suspicion against him . 
So the basis of the allegations of the Management are not mere inventions 
of the Management or the Superior Officers. If we go by the case set 
up by the workman as is pleaded by him and suggested to the 
witnesses then he is of the most faithful employees of the 
Management eager to safeguard its interests. If the suggestion is true 
then it is highly improbable for the Management to be a party to 
a scheme to trap and punish him . Most of the witnesses who 
gave evidence at 

the enquiry are co -workers of this employec. No 
convincing reasons are available as to why these co -workers should 
come and give false evidence. When all these facts and circumstances 
are taken together the theory that Shri E. M. Jose is an innocent victim 
cannot be accepted . So the action of the Management has to be 
treated as bonafide. Then it can safely be found that there was 
a fair and proper enquiry . 

8. The only question remaining for consideration is as to whether 
the findings of the Enquiry Officer are perverse. As a matter of 
fact the 

workman does not have case that the evidence 
available is insufficient to support the findings of the Enquiry Officer . 
On the other hand the argument is that a strong case is made 
out by the witnesses giving false evidence purposely. I have already 
mentioned that the witnesses have no special reasons to give evidence 
against the delinquent. The witnesses have given consistent versions 
regarding the allegations inspite of elaborate and protracted cross 
examination . It is unnecessary in the nature of the contentions 
to analyse the evidence in detail. Suffice it to say that the findings 
are warranted by the evidence on record .

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9. In the result it is hereby ordered that the findings are 
supported by evidence adduced in a properly conducted enquiry . The 
findings are therefore confirmed." 

II. The only aspect that remains for consideration is as to 
whether Shri Jose is entitled to any reliefs in the matter of punishment 
: as per Sec. 11 A of the Industrial Disputes Act. Shri P. F. Thomas, the 

learned counsel appearing on behalf of Shri Joy, argues that this 
workman had put in nearly 20 years of service without any room 
for serious complaints and therefore the extreme penalty is not justi 
fied . According to the learned counsel the misconducts attributed 
and proved are trivial in nature and reinstatement with 

some 
minor punishment will serve the ends of justice. On the other hand 
Shri K. V.R. Shenoi appearing for the Management vehemently argues 
that Shri Jose is a habitual offender as he has as many as 16 
previous punishments to his credit and it is practically impossible 
to retain him in service . 

III . Shri P. F. Thomas has a case that there is no evidence in 
support of the allegation of the Management that the employee had 
previous convictions. Sixteen previous punishments are narrated in 
para 6 of the written statement filed by the Management. The 
Union had filed a replication in 

to the contentions raised 
in the written statement. Most of the averments are seen speci 
fically denied in the replication . It is admitted in the replication 
that the worker had the punishments mentioned in para 6 of the 
written statement. All what is explained in relation the punish 
ments is that they were inflicted without just cause. Still the fact 
remains that he was punished on 16 prior occasions. Of course 
the misconducts for which punishments were inflicted earlier are 
all simple in nature. Those involved in the present case are also 
not very serious. Still they cannot be ignored as very unimportant. 
When viewed in the prior history of the workman it will be 
improper to ask the Management to re-entertain him . At the same 
time the extreme penalty 

of dismissal cannot also be justified . 
Considering the entire aspects of the case I feel that this is a fit 
case where the punishment of dismissal can be converted into one 
of discharge. 

IV . In the result an award is passed converting the dismissal 
into one of discharge. The Management is directed to pay the 
workman his dues as though he was discharged on the date on 
which he was intended to be dismissed . 

V. This award shall come into force on the expiry of thirty 
days from the date of its publication in the Government Gazette .

S.R O.No. 1323/81.--- In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
87 of the Employees State Insurance Act, 1948 (Central Act 34 of 1948 ), 
read with section 91-- A thereof the Government of Kerala , in consultation 
with the Employees State Insurance Corporation , hereby exempt The 
Morazha Weavers Industrial Co-operative Society Ltd. No. H. L. Ind (C ) 5 
P. O.Morazha (via ) Mottammal, Cannanore District from the operation 
of the provisions of the said Act for a period of one year from 9th January, 
1980, subject to the following conditions, namely : 

1. The society shall maintain a register showing the names and 
designations of its employees; 

2. Notwithstanding this exemption , the employees shall continue to 
receive such benefits under the said Act to which they might have become 
entitled to on the basis of the contributions paid prior to the date from 
which exemption granted by this notification operates ; 

3. The contribution for the exempted period , if already paid , shall not 
be refunded ; 

4. The society shall submit in respect of the period during 
which it was subject to the operation of the said Act (hereinafter referred 
to as the said period ), such returns in such form and containing such 
particulars as were due from it in respect of the said period under the 
Employees State Insurance (General) Regulations, 1950 ; 

5. Any Inspector appointed by the Corporation under subsection (1 ) 
of section 45 of the said Act, or other official of the Corporation authorised 
in this behalf shall, for the purposes of - 

(i) verifying the particulars contained in any return submitted 
under subsection (1) of section 44 of the said Act ; or 

( ii) ascertaining whether registers and records were maintained 
as required by the Employees State Issurance (General) Regulations, 
1950 for the said period ; or 

( iii) ascertaining whether the employees continue to be entitled to the 
benefits provided by the employer in cash and kind being benefits in 
considerationsof which exemption is being granted under this notifications ; or 
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(1v) ascertaining whether any of tee provisions of the said Act had 
been complied with during the period when such provisions were in force in 
relation to the said society , be empowered to 

(a ) require the society to furnish to him such information 

as he may consider necessary ; or 
(b ) enter any factory, establishment, office or other premises 

occupied by the said society at any reasonable time 
and require any person found in charge thereof to produce 
to such Inspector or other official and allow him to 
examine such documents, books and other documents , 
relating to the employment of persons and payment of 
wages or to furnish to him such information as he may 

consider necessary ; or 
ic) examine the officers of the society or the servants, of 
the said society, or 

any person found in such 
factory establishment, office or other premises, or any 
person whom the said inspector or other official has 

reasonable cause to believe to have been an employee ; or 
( d ) make copies of or take extracts from any register, account 
book or other documegts maintained

establishment, office or other premises of the society .

- Whereas representations have been received by 
Government from the Stage Carriage Operator specified in the annexure 
to this notification , that the vehicle tax for the quarter ended on the 
30th September, 1980 in respect of the Stage Carriages particulars of 
which are specified in the said annexure could not be remitted within the 
prescribed period due to financial strain and that extension of time for 
payment of vehicle tax in respect of these vehicle , may therefore, be 
granted ; 

And whereas, the Government are convinced that circumstances existed 
that the operators of the said stage carriages could not remit the vehicle tax 
in respect of the said stage carriages ordinarily kept for use in the State for 
the quarter ended on the 30th September, 1980 due to financial strain ;
